Response to Amendment 

This Action is responsive to the amendment filed on 12/15/2005, in which claims 
1-12, 43, 59-61 are pending for examination. Claims 1-10 and 43, have been amended; 
claims 13-42 and 44-58 have been canceled; and claims 59-61 is being newly added. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12 and 43, drawn to distributed data processing, classified in 
class 707, subclass 10. 

II. Claims 59-61 , drawn to storing data for maintenance, classified in class 
707, subclass 200. 

The inventions 1 and II, are related as sub-combinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The sub-combinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. 

In the instant case, invention I (distributed data processing) has separate utility 
such as distributing data among storage devices via metadata. Invention II (storing data 
for maintenance) has separate utility such as storing data to allow the on-line addition of 
new data storage unit. 
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Because these inventions are distinct and search groups I and II are not required 
to be simultaneous that renders a serious searching workload on the examiner, as such, 
the restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
